Every aTallable pound of dynamite 
was hauled to tbia point and the 
eight wga aaa of atnpeadous and ap- 
palliag feavac. aa the eaanoa were 
traiaed oa tha palaces aad ahot tore 
into the walls aad topplM bniUHags 
ia cruklBg ruins. 

At other points dynamite was used, 
snd houae after house, the dwellings 
of millionaires were lifted Into the 
air li\ the power of the beilowinK 
biasl and dropped to the earth a mass 
of dust and debris. There seeme<l lo 
be an Irresistible iiower behind the 
flames ihai even the despeiaiely he- 
roic measure taken at Van Ness ave- 
nue could not stay. 

While tbe Are Sghters were mak- 
ing tiM stand at Van Ness avenue the 
paalc aawng the survivors In other 
parts of tbe city from the intense 
heat aad the alnence of water has 
haaa ao UrrtMe that scores have be- 
eeme traatie*aad othera have drop- 
ped frbm eahaastloa la tha streets, 
la the paalc asaay aud thlags a«a ha- 
lag doae. Svaa the aoldlara ware 
obliged ia maay iaataacea to prevaat 
mea aad womea aude iaaaae from 
misftortuiie, from ruslilBg iato doom- 
ed bulliMBga ia tbe hope of saving 
valuables from tbe rulna. In nearly 
every Instance such action has re- 
bulted In death to tboac who triad it.

I'or some 
time a young offlcer, Tlieodorus, had 
baea rlalug throagh merit alone from 
oae 'ronimand to another, and at last 
the queen deoldetl to a|<|>omt bim ber 
tiMieml 111 chief. She bad never seen 
lliui indeed, she knew UotbiUK of blin 
except what be had nceuuipiished lu 
her serrU-e. 

Meanwhile she was so troulded otwot 
ber sITNlrs that no one dnrtNl risk be- 
inK Instnimentnl In allowing her that 
she wss Iteiiutlful Instead of UKly. for 
In her pn-seiit mo«Nl even the illscovery 
tbat she had lieen mistaken mii:bt lead 
her to deal nnmert ifully with ber In- 
former.
